West Virginia Freshmen Out- 
Greenies of Kentucky 
in First Half 

Led by Jack Jean, the flashing, 
slashing fullback from Owensboro, 
the frosh football team. Saturday 
night, overcame a one touchdown 
lead held by Marshall and came 
back to win the game by two touch- 
downs in the last half to the tune 
of 12-7. 

The lighter Marshall team clear- 
ly outplayed the Kittens In the first 
half and scored five first downs to 
the two made by the Big Green team. 
The Kentucklans seemed slow to 
start and made several mlsplays In 
the first quarter, but seemed to re- 
gain life In the second stanza To- 
bin, Marshall guard, was the line 
star for the visitors, while Rupert 
and Omer were the best for the 
young 'cats in the forewall. Ingole 
and Kenkald carried practically all 
the burden of the Marshall offense 
on their shoulders. Jean was the 
star of the greenie backs, with 
Saunders and Barney also doing 
their share to clinch the game. 

The first quarter was scoreless, 
with the teams feeling each other 
out. but in the second period Mar- 
shall received a punt on the Ken- 
tucky 46-yard line and a penalty, a 
30 yard pass and Ingol's 18 yard 
dash to the goal produced the Mar- 
shall score. Kinkaid kicked the goal 
which gave Marshall Its seven 
points. 

Late in the first half the Kittens 
awoke to the fact that they were 
behind and were being outplayed. 
They started a drive and had car- 
ried the ball to Marshall's 12-yard 
stripe before the half ended. 

The first frosh marker came early 
in the third quarter, after Jean ran 
the kickoff back to his own 40 yard 
line. The Big Green in a steady 
march to the goal made its first 
touchdown. Saunders passed to 
Rupert for a first down. Marshall 
here intercepted a Kitten pass, but 
on the second play after this the 
frosh recovered and Jean went 35 
yards off tackle for the score.

Cooperative Arrangement 
Made Between College 
and Railway 



NEW LAB IS FORMED

Through a cooperative arrange- 
ment between the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railway Company and the 
Engineering College of the univer- 
sity, the engineering 
will undertake an exhaustive study 
of the adaptability of coals obtain- 
ed from 16 mines 
the lines belonging to the railroad. 
The existing testing facilities have 
been increased to accommodate the 
investigations and the contemplated 
studies have begun. 

An interesting feature of the 
combustion studies will be the ob- 
servation of the smoke densities un- 
der certain conditions of firing by 
means of the electric eye which in- 
volves the use of the photo-electric 
cell and its accessories. This in- 
strument is sensitive enough to re- 
cord a puff of cigarette smoke. 

Complete boiler testing equipment 
has been ndded to the new labora- 
tory, which is located in the ser- 
vice building of the department of 
buildings and grounds. The en- 
gineers will run tests ascertaining 
the calorimeter determination and 
both the approximate and ultimate 
chemical boiler tests using stokers 
as the method of firing will be In- 
culded in the study. The results 
obtained from this cooperative work 
will be embodied in a comprehen- 
sive report and made available for 
general distribution among the en- 
gineering fraternity.

ACC OUNTS FOR RISK 

"Depression" Fails to De- 
crease Registration for 
First Semester 

Despite the widespread de- 
pression throughout the coun- 
try and the world, the enroll- 
ment of students at the uni- 
versity Monday afternoon 
broke all records in the his- 
tory of the institution. When 
the university closed its doors 
for the semester at 5 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, 3,230 stu- 
dents had matriculated, an 
increase of 30 over the total 
recorded on the final date last 
year. 

The enrollment at the univer- 
sity, which was expected to show 
a slight decrease from the record 
enrollment of 1!)30, continued to 
mount earn day since the regular 
registration period and increased 
on the last day. With 
rise in the number of 



upperelassmen and graduate stu 
dents enrolled, the university 
more than made up for a de- 
ficiency of approximately 200 in 
the freshman class. 
Monday was also the last date 
on which a student could drop a 
subject without a fcrade of "E" 
being marked against him. Classes 
were also closed to newcomers and 
will proceed for the remainder of 
the year as organized at the present 
time 

Figures given in the report do not 
include those who are registered In 
extension classes held throughout 
the state, nor do they include those 
taking cor respondence courses 
through the extension office. The 
extension classes are expected to 
have an increased enrollment, and 
students remaining out of i 
cause of the depression are 
ed to enroll in 
courses in greater numbers than 
before.

Farmers Hold Annual 
Festival at U. K. Farm 

Approximately 1.500 Persons 
View Exhibits of 
Crops 

The annual Harvest Festival held 
last Thursday and Friday at the 
Robinson Substation, a fifteen-thou- 
sand acre farm of the university 
located at Quicksand, revealed pros- 
perous results from many farmers 
of the country Approximately fif- 
teen hundred persons viewed ex- 
hibits of the farmers of several 
mountain counties. 

According to Professor L. J. 
Horlacher. professor of the Agri- 
culture college, who attended the 
fair, pumpkins and squashes were 
shown that weighed as much as 
50 pounds. There were stalks of 
corn and sorghum exhibited, he 
said, that were 16 and 18 feet tall. 
Also, according to his report, po- 
tatoes were produced equal In qual- 
ity to those produced in Maine and 
Idaho. Superintendent Roger W 
Jones of the substation prophesied 
the possible production of one 
hundred bushels oi corn to the acre 
in one of the fields of the farm 

There were also exhibits from

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THE HONOR SYSTEM 
The most cherished of Carolina 
traditions is Just about ready to 
pass into the junk heap." Is the 
editorial coment of The Gamecock, 
student newspaper of the Univer- 
sity of South Carolina Cheating on 
examinations, stealing and other 
evidences of dishonesty are cited in 
the editorial as proving that the 
students at the institutions are In- 
capable of supporting the honor 
system 

In placing blame for the failure 
of the system the paper says: 
It is not the honor system's 
fault that it is failing at Caro- 
lina, but the blame may be laid 
directly to the students them- 
selves, and on the high schools 
lrom whence they come. A care- 
ful survey will reveal, we be- 
lieve, that more cheating is 
done by freshmen than by any 
others However, they cant 
help it It is fashionable to 
cheat m most hiijh schools. And 
you can't teach an old dog new 
tricks A student gets through 
high school by cheating and 
when he come to college, he 
can t get through any other way 
except cheating 

The Kernel agrees with the Game- 
cock that the tendency for college 
students to cheat on examinations 
may be truced to the training, or 
of training, which they have 
in high school. We well re- 
member that in high school the 
successful cribber was consldeitd 
clever and we remember hoping 
that our college life would be far 
different 

Although the University dots not 
have in operation the honor sys- 
tem The Kernel believes that cheat- 
ing is prevalent, that any improve- 
ment in the condition which exists 
must come from the students them- 
selves and that this change will be 
one basic In their fundamental at- 
tldue toward then university life. 
It is hard to make a person see that 
cheating is wrong when that per- 
son does not see it as naturally as 
he sees that murder is wrong Since 
we cannot ask students to ostra- 
cise that which they believe le- 
gitimate, our only hope is that 
some day I group of undergrad- 
uates will arise who inherently 
have a distinct distaste for even 
the milder forms of dishonesty We 
cannot change the present group 
by preaching to them, by condemn- 
ing them or by ridiculing them 

It perhaps iollows that the sort 
ol person who cheats on examina- 
tions is the sort who can hear the 
adverse opinion ol many others con- 
cerning hlmseli and remain un-
